The Physicians Still Hoping Against

EXECUTIVE MANSION, WASHINGTON, D. 
C., August 24, 8:30 a, M.—The President 
passed a very good night, awakening at 
longer intervals than during several nichts 
past. He continues to take liquid food by 
the mouth with more relish and in such 
uantity that the enemata will be suspended 
for the present. Nochange has yet been ob- 
served inthe parotid swelling. The other 
symptons are quite as favorable as yesterduy. 
Pulse 100,temperature 98.5 and respiration 
17. 
UNOFFICIAL BULLETIN—10:20 A. M. 
EXECUTIVE MANSION, WASHINGTON, Au- 
cust 24,10:20 a. M.—The attendants of the 
President report this morning that he had a 
very quiet, comfortable night, sleeping longer 
at atime than heretofore and showing less 
restlessness. Before the morning examina- 
tion he expressed a desire for food, and Dr. 
Bliss warmed slightly and gave him about 
four ounces of beef extract, which he swal- 
lowed with apparent satisfaction. In a brief 
interview witb a reporter after the morning 
bulletin appeared, Dr. Bliss said the Presi- 
dent had avery good night and was doing 
well. The glandular swelling had not, he 
said, perceptibly changed in appearance since 
vesterday, but be thought it seemed a very 
little softerto thetouch. The wound con- 
tinues to present a healthy and in every way 
satisfactory appearance. Generally speaking 
the patient’s condition this forenoon is about 
the same as last evening. The slight im- 
provement which wasthen noted is fully 
maintained, and there has becn a little addi- 
tional gain in the capacity for nourishment.

M.—As stated in the oflicial bulletin sent at 
10:20 this morning the swelling of the Presi- 
dent’s parotid gland, although it 
had not perceptibly changed in appear- 
ance since yesterday, seemed a little 
softer tothe touch. As a more careful ex- 
amination made laterinthe day convinced 
the surgeons that pushad already begun to 
form, and as the patient’s condition was sat- 
isfactory, it was decided to make 
an incision directly after the 
noon examination. The operation was a 
comparatively trifling one and was per- 
formed by Dr. Hamilton avithout the use of 
anxsthetics local or general, but with anti- 
septic precautions inthe shape of carbolic 
acid spray. The cut was made just under 
and forward of theright earand resulted 
in the liberation of small quantity 
of healthy pus, estimated by Dr. Blissto be 
about equivalentin bulk to two medium- 
sized peas. The patient’s pulse went to 115 
immediately after the operation, but soon 
began to recede, and in half an hour had fall- 
ento the point at which it stood when the 
examination was made for the noon bulletin, 
viz.: 104. The patient is now resting quietly 
and his general condition is in no respect 
worse than before the incision was made. Itis 
thought there will now be no further trouble 
with the parotid gland, since if more pus 
forms it can readily escape through this 
opening. The patient has swallowed to-day 
about 14 ounces of liquid food, consisting 
principally of beef extract, peptonized milk 
and milk porridge. At this hour he continues 
to do well. 


The Parotid Gland.

Digging for Themin 
tery—A Woman in the Case. 


From a New York Dispatch. 


A remarkable search is now in progress for 
the bhoay ofthe late A. T. Stewart. Under 
the direction of Detective J. M. Fuller work- 
men yesterday begun to dig up a part of the 
ground in Cypress Hill Cemeteryin a plot 
bolonging to M: . dohn T. Runcie, and the 
work will be continued until the success or 
failure of the effort ie made sppxrent. The 
epot where the excavation is in progress was 
jocated by meansof a picture. OnSatur- 
day evening, August 13, a simall boy lefta 

ackave at Fuller’s agency. When opened 
ft was found tocontain this note: 

The violet bed was removed the middle otf 
April, i8*1. Do not make inauirics of the men 
about the greunds or allow the painting to be 
seep. You will be followed if you are secn 
waking special observations. Cor. 

The note referred toa picture, evidently 
just completed, as the paint was fresh. It 
represented a secluded spot, shatled by large, 
overkanging trees. Onthe righta building, 
evidentiy used asa tool house, stood, aud ou 
the left was another, in an advanced stage of 
decay, with arude road diverging from the 
main pathway, seeming to terminate ata 
picket fence whfch appeared in the back- 
greund. A white space in the form ofa 
crave appeared near the junction ofthe two 
rencs. and on this unpainted spot was writ- 
ten in pencil: “Stewart is buried here.” 

Mr. Fuller discovered that the spot was at 
Cypress Hill Cemetery. He communicated 
with Judge Hilton, who was at Saratoga, and 
who, after a number oftelegrams had been 
exchanged, sent idward D. Harris to confer 
with the detective. Mr. Fuiler, several gen- 
tleinen and a lady—one of his detectives 
dressed as a girl fromthe country—made an 
examination of thecemetery. As they ap- 
pioached the part marked in the picture they 
were followed closely by a gardener, who 
tried to decoy them away,and is thought to 
be in the employ of the _ thieves. The 
picture was found to be exact. In 
the backzround ran the old picket fence in- 
closing the burial grounds from the little- 
used Cypress Hills public road to Williams- 
burg. It was a secluded spot just there; no 
babitation was located in a long distance, 
While al] the view from the west was com- 
jetely cut off by the old Jewish Cemetery 
oeated above. A wagon could have stood in 
that secluded spot for hours without exciting 
suspicion. In the night-time there would 
have been absolutely no possibility of discov- 
ery. Better opportunities could not have 
been afforded to any scheme in which there 
was a demand for hiding.

OUR RETURNING SWELLS. 

The nights are getting cool now and 
stragglers from the St. Louis army of summer 
absentees are beginning to cross the big 
bridge. Soon the main body-—the victors of 
innumerable amatory skirmishes at Saratoga, 
Long Branch, Lake Minnetonka and else- 
where—will be with us,and then we will 
learn how utterly inane and stupid old St. 
Louis is compared with the exquisite places 
where “fwe”’ have dawdled away the summer 
months. Itis only courtesy to permit the 
traveler always to exploit himself or herself, 
asthe case maybe. What would going away 
from home amount to i/ one could not return 
with a conscious feeling of superiority’ The 
foul who has been to Rome isin many respects 
a more attractive person than the fool who 
bas remained at home. It is an excellent 
thiag to have St. Louisans go abroad. We 
haye a good deal of provincialism left in 
us yet, and travel has a tendency to 
broaden ideas, liberalize the feelings and 
expand the conscience. Toe those who 
spend the summer near the _ clean, 
busy cities of the East’ the shortcomings of 
St. Louis must be grossly apparent. To those 
who have danced the happy hours away at 
White Sulphur Spring or filled their lungs 
with the rare ozone of the Catskill Moun- 
tains the smoke and dust and general gloom 
of St. Louis must be very oppressive. Among 
these observant travelers we expect to find 
vigorous alliesin the tight which we are mak- 
ing for better pavements and other needed 
improvements. There is to be a brighter and 
better St. Louis inthe future, and the people 
who know what a city ouchtto be are the 
oues Who must bear the burden of the con- 
test which must be waved with fogyism be- 
fore the city can be born again. 

But there is a species of summer excursion- 
ist whose going abroad is of noearthly con- 
quence tothe citvandis only a source of 
misery tohimself. Wealludeto Mr. Prim- 
DEUCEACH, the sportive clerk who 
comes back from New York and Boston swear- 
ing at St. Louis, and declaring upon his soul 
that there are only one or two towns in the 
United States tit fora bicad gentleman to live 
in. lle has hogged around for a year to save 
money for an Fastern trip. When he bursts 
upon the metropolis it isin allthe radiance: 
of amasculme buttery. The arts of his tailor 
have been exhausted to convert him intoa 
traveling swell of the utterly utter school. He 
affects a big hotel, runs down occasionally to 
the seashore, discusses the leathery clams at 
Coney Island and all his brief life is honey- 
moon. His steady tipple is champagne. In 
the language of the little emperor of the bar- 
room, there nothing is too good for him. He 
lavishes his paltry savings as though he 
owned athousand acres of ‘‘pay dirt”? in 
Colorado. Anon xoes to Saratoga. He 
Oogles the pretty women, frequents the races, 
sips the drastic waters and eventually returns 
to St. Louis ‘dead broke” and as thoroughly 
blaseas an English diplomat with a sixty- 
vear-old liver. The rough actunlities of life 
confront him. The came has been played out, 
the croupier has raked inthe last louis, the 
lights are down and heis wandering 
throuch the parferre eursing bis luck and 
growling because the world isn’t a big per. 
petual picnic. To this miniature snob St, 
Louis is simply unbearable.  Livipy 
the memorics of his big spree he finds noth- 
ing hereto amuse him or tickle his palate. 
He anathematizes the old town ana wonders 
why he lives here at all. Eventually he gets 
himself begrimed with dirt, sets his shoulder 
tof the tread-mijl and makes up his mind 
to endure his hard lot for another year. 
Perhaps it has not occurred to the giddy 
youth that there is a vast difference between 
the impressions we derive of the town in 
which we struggle for bread and the town in 
Which we play the prodigal. If the young 
American swell who cocks his feet up in 
front of a cafe inthe Boulevard des Capu-

ata desk in the Rue de la Paix, he would 
think less of the gay life of the French cap- 
ital than he does: There is some difference 
between a daily struggle for existence snd a 
vacation made up of idling and dissipation. 
St. Louis, we grant, is not an attractive 
resort, but it is a very endurable place 
of abode. Its people are sociable and hos- 
pitable and free from Puritanism. It is dirty 
but itis liberalin its notions. It has few 
pleasure gardens, fashionable concert halls, 
pretty drives or suburban retreats, but what 
are all these where the hearts of people are 
cold and charity is not practiced? Our beer is 
good, our girls are good-looking, we have 
plenty of elbow-room and if it wasn’t for the 
macadam ring we might have a paradise 
here. As it is, we are about as happy as the 
average run of humanity, and even the young 
man who has lost his money betting on horse- 
races at Saratoga might goa great deal further 
and fare measurably worse. 


SIXTY-FIVE THOUSAND lashes were ad- 
ministered to less than three hundred boys 
in the Westboro, Mass., Reform School 
within the last twelve months. This sort of 
reformation is driving the boys into suicide 
and insanity ata rapidrate. Massachusetts 
is not the only place where the purpose of a 
reform school is entirely misunderstood. In 
St. Louis we do not whip the boys to death in 
our House of Refuge—we simply compel 
them to acquire a criminal education, which 
prepares them for the [Penitentiary much 
more thoroughly than other academies fit 
youth for colleges. It seems that modern 
civilization has not yet mastered the 1dea that 
schools are, on the whole, cheaper than pris- 
ons: that reformatories are not made simply 
by nailingasign up over a door with the 
legend: **Thisis a Reformatory,”? and then 
dumping a miscellaneous mass of youths 
into the house to work out their 
own salvation as best they may. § Re- | 
formation is not an automatic process which 
will accomplish itself without outside aid. 
The present lawless class of rouchs in this 
city were fitted out and equipped for thelr 
war against society in the very places which 
were instituted to make them good citizens. 
The mean economy of St. Louis was never 
better illustrated than by the fact that the 
House of Refuge is an overcrowded, unfit 
and mismanaged institution, while our jail 
and our Insanes Asylum will rank with 
any in the country. We have hospitals 
and a work-house for fallen women, but we 
tie the bands of those whe would lift these 
women back to alife ef honest, deeent labor. 
We arestill following in the greove cut in the 
dark ages—the belief that crime should be 
punishedrather than prevented. 
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It is no wonder that capital punishment, 
that any sort of punishment for crime 1s fall- 
ing into desuetude. What right, the public 
conscience demands, what right have 
we to pmnnish a convicted culprit for 
being what we made him; the criminal is the 
direct result of our own crime. Tnke the 
case Of PATSY EaRLy, for instance, and no- 
tice the under facts in it. He is the product of 
rotten associates whom we have turned loose 
out of alleged reformatories, of a rotten 
literature which we permit to be spread 
broadeast among the youth of the city, and 
finally of such rotten places of resort as the 
Canterbury Theater, where the male and 
female hariots nightly nold their shameless 
revels beneath the license and protection 
ofthe police. What can be expected as the 
legitimate product of rottennes#® but rotten- 
ness’ And yet, having tainted the boy by 
our own laxity and carelessness, we must 
punish him for being tainted. f crime is to 
be checked in this city we must resolutely tay 
the axe tothe root of theevil. Those stew 
theaters must be closed up, the reformato- 
ries must reform, the panders at the news- 
stands must quit their business. In a crusade 
for these results every law-abiding citizen 
should join. The time has come for action. 
The farce of criminal! jurisprudence will have 
to be turned into a grim reality; for example 
and not for punisbment our murderers’ row 
must be swept ont with the besom of the 
gallows. It may be that we are making a 
vicarious sacrifice for our own sins, but in the 
interest of society,in the defense of law and 
order the sacrifice must be made.

Merchants, maatfacturers and business 
men generally are elamoring for information 
of the compzrative bwsiness census of Chica- 
go and St. Lonis. Fhe figures are in posses- 
sion of the Missouri Fummigration Society, who 
propose to hold them until tae middle 
of next month, when am appealistobe made 
for funds to «timulate thercrowth of the coun- 
try surrounding St. Louis, By speetal desire 
a sealed copy of the exhibit was mailed to 
each member of the Commerciat Ctub or 
Bureau with a written request that the infor- 
mation be strictly withheld = fur 
the present. The figures were 
carefully compiled from authentic 
sources, an exhaustive labor, covering every 
department of trade and industry and treat- 
ing in the aggregate of every prodnct. This 
comprehensive statement shows the returns of 
mall matter and the municipal resources of 


expenditure on public improvements,. ete. 
It is a mo+t complete index of the status of 
Chicago and St. Louis. and it tells its owr 
tale in tne footings of the columns. The 
purpose of the Immigration Society wil 


be to snow tbe proportion of business 
to the ratio of populatien and _ the 
advantages accruing to Chicago by a thickly- 
settied surrounding belt of country. The 
opinion of business men is pretty well di- 
‘vided touching the propriety of pudlishing 
the eensus figures tothe world. Some favor 
publication,on the ground that iliusive state- 
ments of cnthusiustic agitators have deceived 
St. Louis merchants aod manufacturers in 
the past, and the naked facts should for once 
be breught to their notice, Others admit that 
the highty-colored statements of gushing 
publishers have induced apathy, but contend 
that it weeld be unwise to present a mortify- 
ing exhibit for all eyes to gaze upon. Thein- 
formation should be imparted only,in their 
view ofthe matter, to those pullic-spirited 
men whe are expected to arouse the dormant 
energies of the business community 
here and to the men of capital and 
influence bent upon advancing the 
growth of the city. The greater number of 
the members identified with the Commercial 
Club and it* aims are at this time absent from 
the city but the few remaining at home talk 
positively of « vigorous reaction in October 
when people settle down to business after the 
festivities of Fair week. The condition: of 
the streets will receive the carly attention of 
the Commercial Bureau. and some practical) 
movement looking to granite paving may take 
shape if the charter-limit ditliculty can be 
overcome by some plan of borrowing money 
for the purpose. 

Wiiliam A. Hargadine, of the tirm of Crow, 
Hargadine & Co., expressed his sentiments 
this morning to a POST-DISPATCH reporter 
as follows: **The comparative census figures 
are confidentially furnished to the mem- 
bers of the Commercial Club, but 
1 see no objection in the future toa publica- 
tion of the facts, providing that those figures 
actually representthe facets. Ido not know 
how they were collated. They may be cor- 
rect, butin any case it does not appear to 
meto bea very mortifying exhibit.

There are three or four 
big buildings going up here now, the werk 
of united effort on the part of three 
or four men who do not falk, but goto work 
and dosomething. Let theothers stimulate 
the wth of the city by like efforts. Weare 
putting up a $500,000 building for the sugar 
refinery. Up the railrood track we are erect- 
ing an enormous grain eievatorand a ware- 
house of enormous storing 
city. These will add to 
trade facilities of St. Louis. We talk too 
much in this city, while others are silent but 
growing powerfuily all the time. As- to 
public improvements, I do not think that one 
dollar more of capital would be induced here 
by ! ae blocks, or anything else. Capital 
an population will always  foilow 
and settle around an evident 
interest. Gur streets compare very 
favorably with Chicago, and their condition 
will not drive people away fromus. The 
charter very properly limited taxation, for 
under tbe old regime we were being robbed 
wholesale. if we wunt to build up St. Louis, 
let us attend to our own business, increase 
it, and place our carital in enterprises that 
will heip our pockets and promote the busi- 
pees interests around us atthe same time. 
We exun do nothing by meetings and sub- 
scription liste, but united cffort in practical 
employ ment of capital lying idle here, three 
orfour pulling together in one enterprise 
and three or fourin another,and sogforth, will! 
do more for St. Louis than any amount of 
talk. Wewant no condolence gathering or 
comparison of figures; let the business men 
work and do the talking after they have ac- 
complished something.”’ 

Mr. Sain’1 J. Kennard,being solicited for an 
Opinion upon Mr. Scudder’s sugeestion to 
vucate some of the streets to the property- 
owners andto vacate them avainst heavy 
wagon traffic, said: ‘‘Il aim told that sucha 
system bas been adopted elsewhere, but can- 
not say how it would work 
here.

DESTROYING FLAMES. 


A $200,000 Fire in Evansville, Ind.— 
One Fireman KHilled—Ninec Stores 
Burned. 

EVANSVILLE, INb., August 24.—A fire 
broke out at 3 o’clock this morning in Urso 
& Marsicano’s wholesale fruit store and 
spread to the adjoining buildings, 
destroying nine large wholesale houses 
and their contents. The names of 
the firms burned out are as follows: Urso& 
Marsicano, wholesale fruits; John D. Pres- 
ton & Co., wholesale grovers; Reis & Schu- 
macher, Jeather and iindings; Roach & Miner, 
oils: H. Drummeihaus, clothing; C. D. 
Long & Co., saddles und harness; Tapp « 
Co., not burned, but destroyed by the whole 
huilding caving in. When the building caved 
in there were three firemen on the building, 
two of whom were buried in_ the 
ruins. One was extricated, badly 
injured and the other taken out dead at 1:50 
wclock this afternoon.” The insurance is 
$140,000. 

The stores destroyed were among the best 
of the city. If there bad been « high wind 
the whole block and one :adjoin- 
ing would have been destroyed. 
The Amstrong Furniture Company 
and Nesbitt & Merritt, wholesale 
dry zoods, were only saved by great exertion. 
Stables on the alley, belonging to Frank Tar- 
dy and others, were also destroyed. The 
supply of water was not suflicient 
and at one time it looked as if the results 
might be even more serious than they are. 
The total loss is about 320,090.

CONCEALED WEAPONS. 


No Abatement in the Demand for Small

A great many purchase and carry them.” 

**What other weapon do you sell??? 

“Koucks and billies. We sell a large num- 
ber of both.

The brass knucks sell for 50 cents 
and the hillies for 50 and 60 cents.” 

The young man continued that the 
house was doing a driving trade in all de- 

ents of deadly weapons. It seems that
